In his first year as the University of 
Hawai'i head football coach, Todd 
Graham successfully navigated 
the Rainbow Warriors through an 
unprecedented 2020 season. 

Playing a season exclusively of 
Mountain West games, UH was one 
of only 17 FBS teams nationally to 
play the entire COVID-shortened 
season without cancellation or 
postponement. By season’s end, 
Graham’s disciplined approach 
paid dividends: UH earned just its 
third-ever invitation to a mainland 
bowl game. 

The Warriors proceeded to 
defeat Houston in the New Mexico 
Bowl, handing Graham his 100th 
career victory. He became the 27th 
current FBS coach to reach that 
milestone. The season-ending win 
also made him the first UH coach 
to post a winning record in his 
debut season since June Jones 
(9-4) in 1999. 

Graham came to Manoa with 
12 years of head-coaching experi- 
ence at the FBS level, most recently 
with Arizona State (2012-17) where 
he led the Sun Devils to five bowl 
appearances in six years. He has 
also molded bowl-caliber squads at 
each of his previous three stops in 
Rice (2006), Tulsa (2007-10) and 
Pittsburgh (2011). 

In 13 years as a head coach, 
11 of his teams appeared in bowl 
games; four won conference 
divisional titles; and three finished 
the season nationally ranked. He 
earned two conference Coach of 
the Year awards with Rice (2006) 
and ASU (2013). His Tulsa teams 
led the nation in total offense in 
consecutive years in 2007 (543.9 
ypg) and 2008 (569.9). 

Twelve of Graham’s former 
assistant coaches went on to 
head-coaching positions including 
eight current head coaches - Gus 
Malzahn (Central Florida), Mike 
Norvell (Florida State), Jay Norvell 
(Nevada), Billy Napier (Louisiana), 
Chris Ball (Northern Arizona), Chip 
Lindsey (Troy), Jake Spavital (Texas

State), and Ryan Silverfield (Mem- 
phis). Several others moved on to 
Power 5 coordinator positions. 

At ASU, Graham compiled a 
46-32 mark. The 46 wins were the 
most in a six-year span in program 
history. He was the only head 
coach to lead ASU to bow! eligibility 
in each of his first four seasons. 
ASU’s Sun Bowl victory in 2014 
capped a second straight 10-win 
season under Graham and resulted 
in a No. 12 national ranking. 

His players garnered 51 Pac-12 
all-conference honors while 30 
were either selected in the NFL 
Draft or signed free-agent con- 
tracts. He coached two consensus 
All-Americans - Will Sutton and 
Zane Gonzalez, the 2016 Lou 
Groza Award winner. 

In the classroom, the Sun 
Devils posted a team grade-point- 
average of over 3.00 for the first 
time in program history. In his first 
year at UH, a record 40 student- 
athletes were named Mountain 
West academic all-conference. 

At 41, Graham received his 
first head-coaching position at Rice 
in 2006. He led the program to a 
seven-win season and its first bowl 
game in 45 years, and was named 
C-USA Coach of the Year. 

In 2007, Graham was named 
head coach at Tulsa. Three of his 
teams won 10 or more games and 
each of those teams won bowl 
games. In addition, two of those 
three teams competed in the Con- 
ference USA championship game. 

Graham led the Golden Hur- 
ricane to consecutive C-USA West 
Division titles in 2007 and ‘O08 and 
one shared West Division title in 
2010. 

Prior to his collegiate head- 
coaching career, Graham also 
helped lead his alma mater East 
Central University from a .500 pro- 
gram to NAIA national champions in 
his third year while serving as the 
team’s defensive coordinator from 
1991-93.

> It was Hawai’i’s first home win over New Mexico since 1991, snapping a string of four straight losses to the Lobos in 
Honolulu. 


» Chevan Cordeiro set new career highs in completions (33), attempts (43), yards (410) and touchdowns (4) to lead the 
Warriors. 


> All four of his touchdown passes went for 40 yards or longer, including a 64-yard bomb to Calvin Turner that put UH up for 
good in the fourth quarter. 


» Wide receiver Nick Mardner had a team-high six catches for 147 yards, including a 42-yard catch-and-run for a TD in the 
second quarter. 


» Zion Bowens caught his first career TD receptions at UH with a pair of scores in a 70-second span in the third quarter. 
> UH put up more than 500 yards of offense for the second time in three games. 


> Quentin Frazier recorded his first interception at UH to help seal the win in the fourth quarter. The senior added nine 
tackles and 2.5 TFLs.

75-yard catch-and-run in the fourth quarter.

his first career start. 


» Darius Muasau recorded at least 10 tackles for the fourth straight game.

» Chevan Cordeiro threw for three touchdowns and led UH with 90 yards rushing. It was the third time in five games this 
year he finished as the team’s leading rusher. 

» Cameron Lockridge recorded his first career interception as the Rainbow Warriors have forced at least one turnover in 
each of its first five games. 

» Avery Williams’ 99-yard kickoff return in the third quarter was the first time a UH opponent returned a kickoff for a 
touchdown in three years.

» UH scored 17 straight points to get back into the game early in the third quarter, but the Spartans shifted the momentum 
back in their favor with an 18-play touchdown drive that extended their lead back to double-digits. 


» Chevan Cordeiro passed for 238 yards and two touchdowns, while also rushing for a score to lead the UH offense.

> Calvin Turner was named the New Mexico Bowl Most Outstanding Offensive Player after racking up 252 all-purpose yards 
and scoring two touchdowns. 

» Turner recorded the first kickoff return in New Mexico Bowl history with a 92-yard return in the third quarter. It was UH’s 
first kick return for a TD since 2015. 

» Khoury Bethley set single-game highs in tackles (14), tackles-for-loss (3) and sacks (2), while Darius Muasau was named 
the New Mexico Bowl Most Outstanding Defensive Player after posting nine tackles, a sack, three quarterback hurries and 
his first career interception. 

» The Rainbow Warriors handed a milestone victory to first-year head coach Todd Graham. It was Graham’s 100th career 
win as he became the 27th active FBS coach to reach the plateau.

¢ Awarded to the winner of the Hawai‘i-UNLV football game. 

¢ Sponsored by The California Hotel, the trophy includes both a pineapple - a 
Vegas-style gold pineapple - and a variation of the Welcome to Fabulous Las Vegas 
sign. 

¢ Las Vegas has earned the nickname “The Ninth Island” for its long-standing popularity 
with Hawai'i visitors and transplants. 


¢ Debuted in 2017, although UNLV and Hawai'i squared off 25 times prior between 
1969 and 2016. 


DICK TOMEY LEGACY TROPHY 


Established: 2019 
Current Holder: San José State (W, 35-24; 2020) 


* Awarded to the winner of the Hawai‘i-San José State game. 

* Tomey put Hawai'i football on the NCAA Division | map as its head coach for 10 
seasons (1977-86). 

¢ After a successful 14-year stint at Arizona, he went on to coach at San José State for 
five seasons, (2005-09), where he revitalized and energized the Spartan program. 

e San José State and Hawai‘i first met on the football field on Dec. 11, 1936 and 
squared off 19 times as non-conference opponents before becoming Western 
Athletic Conference rivals in 1996 and later Mountain West foes in 2013. 
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SEASON HIGHLIGHTS 

>» Hawai'i defeated Houston of the 
American Athletic Conference, 28-14, in 
the New Mexico Bowl to claim its third 
bowl win since 2016. 


> UH’s invitation to the New Mexico 
Bowl was its third consecutive bowl 
appearance and fourth in the last five 
seasons. 


» The New Mexico Bowl is only the 
third mainland bowl in program history. 


» UH’s win over Houston in the New 
Mexico Bowl marked the program's sec- 
ond straight bowl victory and third in the 
last four appearances. 


>» Hawai'i is the only Mountain West 
school with three or more bowl wins 
since 2016. 


>» UH concluded its first season under 
new head coach Todd Graham, who 
led the Warriors to a 5-4 record ina 
Mountain West-only regular season. 


>» Graham led his fifth school to bowl 
eligibility. Over his 13-year career, he 
made his 10th all-time bowl appearance, 
improving to 6-4, and has directed 11 
teams to bowl eligibility. 


» Graham is the first UH coach to post 
a winning record in his debut season 
since June Jones (9-4) in 1999 and 
became the first coach to win his head 
coaching debut since Bob Wagner in 
1987. 


>» UH finished with a winning record for 
the third straight year — a streak which 
had not happened since four straight 
winnings seasons in 2001-04 — and 
fourth time in the last five seasons. 


> UH was one of only two Mountain 
West schools, along with Nevada, to play 
every conference game on its schedule. 


» UH is one of three Mountain West 
teams who played in a bow! game this 
season and its four league wins was tied 
for the fourth most among MW teams. 


>» The 2020 season turned out to 

be the 46th and final year as home to 
Rainbow Warrior football. UH finished 
with a 211-145-4 (.592) all-time record 
in the facility. 


» UH’s win over New Mexico marked 
its sixth consecutive home opening win 
dating back to 2015 and is the longest 
such streak since the Rainbow Warriors 
moved into Aloha Stadium. 


» UH retained the Island Showdown 
Trophy against UNLV with a 38-21 victory 
in the regular-season finale. However, 
Hawai'i lost possession of two other rival- 
ry trophies — Paniolo Trophy (Wyoming) 
and Dick Tomey Legacy Trophy (San José 
State). 


> UH went 2-2 on the mainland with a 
season-opening victory over Fresno State 
and bowl victory over Houston to close 
the year. 


» UH generated 500+ yards of total 
offense three times, all resulting in wins. 
In each of those games, the Warriors 
scored 34 points or more. 


» UH featured a pair of 100-yard rush- 
ers (Chevan Cordeiro-116 yds. & Miles 
Reed-109 yds.) in its season-opening win 
over Fresno State, a first since a 2013 
win over Army. 


» Wide receiver Rico Bussey, Jr. and 
center Taaga Tuulima represented UH at 
the Hula Bowl all-star game. 


>» Arecord 40 football student-athletes 
were recognized as academic all-confer- 
ence by the Mountain West. 


>» Quarterback Chevan Cordeiro 
became the first UH quarterback to lead 
the team in rushing since Michael Carter 
in 1991. Cordeiro, an all-MW honorable 
mention, finished with a team-high 483 
yards. 


» Linebacker Darius Muasau, a first- 
team all-conference pick, led FBS with 
68 solo tackles. 


2020 SEASON REVIEW 


» Muasau was UH’s only player named 
to the all-Mountain West first team; WR 
Calvin Turner and CB Cortez Davis were 
both selected to the second team. QB 
Chevan Cordeiro, DB Quentin Frazier, WR 
Jared Smart, and DL Blessman Ta‘ala 
were named honorable mention. 


» Muasau and Turner were both select- 
ed to Phil Steele’s All-America honorable 
mention and both received the Most 
Outstanding Player award at the New 
Mexico Bowl — Turner as the Offensive 
MVP and Muasau as the Defensive MVP. 


» Turner was the team leader in 
touchdowns scored (11), receiving yards 
(546), kickoff return yards (324), and 
all-purpose yards (1,201). He was also 
the team’s third-leading rusher (345) 
and averaged 11.4 yards per touch 
including five plays of 60-yards or more. 


THE GRAHAM ERA 

>» Todd Graham guided his fifth school 
to bowl eligibility after leading Hawai'i to 
the New Mexico Bowl. 


>» Graham was one of six new head 
coaches in the Mountain West and is the 
third-winningest coach in the conference. 


» He became the 27th current FBS 
coach to reach career win No. 100 in 
UH’s New Mexico Bowl win over Houston. 


>» Graham is the first UH coach to post 
a winning record in his debut season 
since June Jones (9-4) in 1999 and 
became the first coach to win his head- 
coaching debut since Bob Wagner in 
1987. 


>» In his career, Graham has appeared 
in 10 all-time bowl games with a 6-4 
mark and has led 11 of his 13 teams to 
bowl eligibility. 


>» In 13 years as a head coach, he has 
only three losing seasons.

>» UH has an 8-6 all-time bowl record 
in 14 bowl appearances. 


» Eleven of UH’s 14 bowl appearanc- 
es were bowls played in the state of 
Hawai'i. 


>» Hawai'i is the only Mountain West 
school with three or more bowl wins 
since 2016. 


SAYING ALOHA TO ALOHA, FOR NOW 

> The 2020 campaign marked the 
Rainbow Warriors’ 46th and final season 
at the original Aloha Stadium. 


» At the conclusion of the regular sea- 
son, stadium officials notified UH officials 
Aloha Stadium was unsafe and could not 
accommodate fans in 2021 and beyond. 
UH then made the decision to temporar- 
ily move to the on-campus Clarence T.C. 
Ching Athletics Complex until the New 
Aloha Stadium Entertainment District is 
completed. 


» UH boasts an all-time mark of 211- 
145-4 for a .592 winning percentage in 
the Halawa venue. 


SENIOR NIGHT 

> Traditionally, the final home game of 
the season marks the annual “Senior 
Walk” for UH’s outgoing seniors. 
However due to the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic, the NCAA granted all seniors an extra 
year of eligibility. In addition, Mountain 
West schools are not allowed to hold 
on-field presentations this season. 


> A total of 25 seniors would have par- 
ticipated in the “Senior Walk” ceremony, 
which was supposed to take place 
following the conclusion of the UNLV 
game. 


>» The team featured seven four-year 
seniors: Eugene Ford, Stan Gaudion, 
Makai Manuwai, Joey Nu‘uanu-Kuhi‘iki, 
Jeremiah Pritchard, Alesana Sunia, and 
Taaga Tuulima. 


SLOW STARTS 

» The Warriors was out-scored 125- 
103 in the first half this season, includ- 
ing 72-38 in the opening quarter. 


> UH trailed or was tied at halftime in 
five of nine games. 


>» Hawai'i endured 10+-point deficits 
at the end of the first quarter four times 
this season, including a 21-0 hole to 
San José State. 


» UH’s largest halftime deficit was 28 
against San Diego State (28-0) and 16 
versus Boise State (19-3).

» UH is tied with Auburn for the lon-

» UH posted at least one takeaway in 
eight of nine games this season. 


» After turning the ball over nine times 
in its first four games, UH had just three 
turnovers in the last five contests. 


> In its win over Houston in the New 
Mexico Bowl, UH posted a first-half 
shutout (21-0) for the first time since 
2014 (10-0 at San Jose State). It was 
the biggest halftime lead of the year and 
marked just the third time UH led at the 
break all season. 


> Calvin Turner’s kickoff return for 
touchdown against Houston in the New 
Mexico Bow! was UH'’s first since 2015 
(Keelan Ewaliko vs. Air Force) and was 
just the second in UH bowl history 
(Britton Komine, 42 yards; 2004 vs. 
UAB). 


» UH's 323 rushing yards against 
Fresno State was its most since 2016 
(344 vs. Nevada) and most in a season 
opener since 1991 (422 at Wyoming). 


» UH finished with 110 passing yards 
against Wyoming, its lowest total since 
passing for 88 yards in a loss at Boise 
State in 2015. 


» UH recorded 14 tackles-for-loss 
against San Diego State, one shy of the 
school-record 15 in a 2003 win over 
Alabama. 


>» The 30 passing yards by SDSU were 
the least allowed by UH since a 2016 
win over Air Force when the Falcons 
passed for 20 yards. 


> UH’s game versus San José State, 
originally scheduled to be played in San 
José, was moved to Aloha Stadium with 
a 1:05 p.m. HT kick time. That start 
was the earliest for a UH home game 
since 2005 (1:05 p.m. vs. USC & Fresno 
State). 


> UH won its fourth straight season 
opener and fifth in the last six years with 
a win at Fresno State. Three of the four 
wins have come on the road (also at 
Colorado State in 2018 and at UMass 

in 2017). 


> With a win over Fresno State this 
season, UH now has a 4-3 all-time 
record in season-openers versus confer- 
ence opponents.

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HISTORY OF HAWAI‘I FOOTBALL 


An entire ocean away from its nearest NCAA 
opponent, the University of Hawai'i football pro- 
gram has a unique and storied history. This year 
marks the program’s 104th season of competi- 
tion. 


THE BEGINNING 


The College of Hawai'i was founded in 1907. 


Two years later, in 1909, the university fielded 
its first football team. The “Fighting Deans,” as 
Hawai'i athletic teams were known then, defeat- 
ed McKinley High School, 6-5, under head coach 
Austin Jones in its inaugural game. The historic 
game was played before 2,500 fans at O‘ahu 
College, now known as Punahou School. 
Because of limited travel opportunities, 
Hawai'i only played local high schools, mili- 
tary and club teams for its first eight seasons. 
In 1920, the College of Hawai‘i became the 
University of Hawai‘i and Raymond Elliot coached 
the first intercollegiate game against the 
University of Nevada (Reno). Nevada outscored 


A POT OF GOLD 


The 1921 season marked the arrival of Otto 


“Proc” Klum, who ushered in the “Golden Age of 
UH Football.” Known as “The Manoa Fox,” Klum 
served as head coach and athletics director until 
1939, compiling an 84-51-7 record. 

Klum coached UH to its first victory over a 
collegiate opponent in 1922, a Christmas Day tri- 
umph over Pomona College, 25-6, at Punahou’s 
Alexander Field. He also took the team to its first 
road game in 1923 via oceanliner against that 
same Pomona team at the Pasadena Rose Bowl. 
The trip took five days. As a result of the pro- 
longed hours of travel, later teams only traveled 
to the U.S. mainland every other year. 

During Klum’s reign, another UH tradition 
emerged. In the final game of the 1923 season, 


a rainbow appeared over the gridiron late during 
the team’s contest against Oregon State. The 
Deans scored shortly thereafter and held on to 
win, 7-0. Reporters started calling UH teams the 
“Rainbows,” and the tradition began that when- 
ever a rainbow appeared from the “Manoa Mist” 
over the UH campus, Hawai‘i could not lose. 


Under Klum’s guidance, Hawai‘i produced the 
“Wonder Teams” of 1924-25, which went unde- 
feated both seasons. The “Wonder Teams” out- 
scored their opponents, 606-29, in 18 games. 
Among the fallen were Colorado, Colorado State 
and Washington State. 

During the 1924 season, the Rainbows fin- 
ished 8-0 and allowed only 12 points all season. 
The team concluded the season with a 13-0 
shutout of Colorado on New Year’s Day. The 
following season, only Washington State of the 
Pacific Coast Conference scored more than six 
points against the “Wonder Teams” and was only 
one of five teams to score at all. UH defeated the 
Cougars, 20-11, on New Year’s Day to close out 
the 1925 season. 

Among the many stars on those teams 
were the famed “Four Horsemen of Manoa’ - Bill 
“Doggie” Wise, Johnny Morse, Eddie Fernandez 
and Theodore “Pump” Searle—named after the 
gallant Notre Dame backfield. 


ANEW HOME 
In 1926, the Rainbows made the newly built 
Honolulu Stadium, a 24,000-seat facility in

12,000 Armistice Day fans. 

That same season, the Rainbows blanked the 
8th Field Artillery and Healani by identical 101-0 
scores. Against Healani, halfback Fernandez had 
one of the best single-game performances in UH 


history, scoring six times 
interception.

For 48 years, the affectionately nicknamed 
“Termite Palace” housed the Rainbows and their 
fans until the construction of Aloha Stadium in 


1975. 


THE GRASS SHACK 
One of the earliest 
stars in UH history was 
Thomas Kaulukukui, a 
5-foot-5, 140-pound back 
from Hilo. AS a member 
of UH’s undefeated 1934 
team, Kaulukukui helped 
lead the Rainbows to a 
14-0 shutout of California 
in the New Year’s Day 
Classic (later re-named 
the Poi Bowl). That team 
finished 6-0 and featured 
stars Maynard “Buster” 
Piltz and Anthony Morse. 
The next year, 


NO. 32 

The only number retired 

in Hawai‘i football history 

was worn by UH’s first All- 
American, Thomas Kaulukukui. 
He still holds the school record 
for longest kickoff return (103) 
against UCLA in 1935 at the 
Los Angeles Coliseum and 

also went on to become one of 
UH’s most successful coaches. 


Kaulukukui gained national fame and earned 

his nickname, the “Grass Shack,” by legendary 
sportswriter Grantland Rice. During 

a 19-6 loss to UCLA at the Los Angeles Coliseum, 
Kaulukukui scored the team’s lone touchdown, 
an electrifying 103-yard kickoff return, a record 


which still stands today. 


TERMITE PALACE 


Nicknamed for its deteriorating 
facade, Honolulu Stadium was home 
to Hawai‘i football from 1926-74. 


Following that season, Kaulukukui became 
UH’s first All-American when he was selected by 
the All-America Board of Football, which included 
legendary Glenn “Pop” Warner. 


WAR TIME ERA 

The 1940 season marked the end of Klum’s 
19-year tenure as football coach. The decade 
was also marred by World War Il. 

In 1941, the Rainbows just completed a 
20-6 Shrine Game victory over Willamette in 
front of a sold-out Honolulu Stadium crowd of 
24,000. The next morning, Japan invaded Pearl 
Harbor, resulting in the cancellation of the team’s 
upcoming game against San José State and the 
1942-45 seasons. Lost in the news of the attack 
was the naming of halfback Nolle Smith as a 
first-team Associated Press Little All-American. 

UH returned to the gridiron in 1946 after 
the conclusion of the war. That same year also 
marked the program’s entrance into the NCAA 
under head coach Kaulukukui. Hawai'i finished 
the season with an 8-2 record, culminating with 
a 19-16 victory over Utah in the Pineapple Bowl 
(formerly Poi Bowl). 

In the late 1940s, the team began to travel 
by air, making the journey to the West Coast in 
an unheard-of nine hours. To cut down on costs, 
the teams stayed on the U.S. mainland for at 
least two weeks at a time. 

Following the 1949 season, Harry “Clown” 
Kahuanui became the first UH player to be invited 
to the East-West Shrine Game and was named an 
honorable mention All-American by United Press 
International. 

Kaulukukui coached until 1951 and accu- 
mulated a record of 34-18-3, becoming one of 
the school’s winningest coaches at the time. As a 
result of his achievements as a player and coach, 
he was chosen as a charter member of the oat 
National Football Hall of Fame Association. 
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HAMMERIN’ HANK 

The 1950s marked the arrival of the Hank 
Vasconcellos era as head coach and athletics 
director. Vasconcellos, a Maui native, coached the 
Rainbows for nine seasons during the program’s 
highest and lowest moments. 

The 1954 season ended with a humbling 
50-0 loss to Orange Bowl-bound Nebraska in front 
of a crowd of 20,000 fans at Honolulu Stadium. 

In the rematch between the schools the next 
season, the Rainbows pulled off one of the big- 
gest wins in the program’s history before a crowd 
of 23,000 at Nebraska Stadium. As 40-point 
underdogs, the 27-member team won in Lincoln’s 
95-degree heat and 26 mile-per-hour winds. Of 
the 11 starters, seven played the entire 60 min- 
utes, including star back Skippy Dyer, who broke 
up a Cornhusker pass on UH’s 10-yard line with 
less than two minutes to play. 

Despite a 34-0 shutout loss to San José State 
the next week, the Rainbows went on to finish 
with a 7-4 record and followed that season with a 
respectable 7-3 mark in 1956. 

But only six years after that infamous victory 
over Nebraska and three consecutive losing sea- 
sons, the UH Board of Athletic Control, made up 
of faculty, students and alumni members, voted to 
abolish the football program in 1961 due to lack 
of finances. 

ROCKY ROAD 


Football returned to intercollegiate competition in 


1962 behind the urging of new athletics director 
Young Suk Ko. The program went through five 
coaches in the decade, including former player 
Jim Asato and offensive guru Clark Shaughnessy, 
who led Stanford to a Rose Bowl victory.

After Shaughnessy’s one-year “consultant” 
term concluded, the program went through turmoil 
with the firing of Ko and surprise hiring of Phil 
Sarboe as head coach. Sarboe coached for one 
year before bolting for northern California following 
the 1966 season, UH’s first all-collegiate schedule. 
Sarboe’s top assistant, Don King, took over for one 
year but quit after a 6-4 season amid tension with 
athletics director Bob Martin. 


THE MODERN ERA 
The arrival of head coach Dave Holmes in 1968 
was the beginning of the most successful years in 
school history. In six years as coach, Holmes guid- 
ed his teams to a 46-17-1 record, including a pair 
of nine-win seasons. Holmes still ranks as the all- 
time leader at UH in winning percentage (.718). 

In 1973, Hawai‘i 
recorded its biggest 
upset in school history 
with a 10-7 road victory 0 7 
over the Pacific-8 nie 
Conference’s Washington) | 
Huskies, who were 
favored by as many as 
50 points. Harold \ 
Stringert intercepted

man Levi Stanley had 
11 tackles in the victory. 
The Rainbows won its 
first eight games that 
season and was ranked 
as high as No. 5 in the 
weekly Division II poll. 


From 1967-75, UH won 67 
of its games and never suffered a 
losing season. Twenty-six players 
from this era went on to,sign with 
professional teams. Under head 
coach Dave Holmes, Hawai'i opened 
the 1973 season with a 10-7 upset 
of Washington in front of 52,500 in 
Seattle, regarded by many as the 
biggest upset in school history. 
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But following that season, Holmes resigned 
due to team turmoil. Larry Price, a former player 
who served as an assistant to the four previous 
coaches, was named head coach and served at 
that capacity for the next three years. 

During Price’s tenure, UH became an NCAA 
Division | member, changed its nickname to 
the Rainbow Warriors, introduced the “Hula-T” 
formation, and on Sept. 13, 1975, christened the 
newly-built 50,000-seat Aloha Stadium against 
Texas A&l. Hawai'i lost its stadium debut, 43-9, 
before 32,247 fans. 


NATIONAL EXPOSURE 


Dick Tomey, a UCLA assistant who was hired to 


replace Price, put UH on the national football 
map. Tomey headed the program from 1977- 
87. During his tenure, he guided Hawaii into 
the Western Athletic Conference in his third year 
and drastically upgraded the schedule by playing 
the likes of Nebraska, Oklahoma, USC, lowa and 
Michigan. 

In the 1977 season-finale, UH hosted nation- 
ally ranked USC, a team which featured Heisman 
Trophy winner Charles White. A record crowd of 
48,767 at Aloha Stadium watched as the Rainbow 
Warriors nearly pulled off the upset against John 
Robinson’s Trojans before falling 21-5. 

During the third week of the 1984 season, 
the Rainbow Warriors faced Brigham Young. With 
just five minutes remaining, UH let a 13-12 lead 
slip away as the Cougars scored a late touchdown 
for the victory and later went on to win the 
national championship that season. 

Following the 1986 season, defensive end 
Al Noga became the first UH player to be named 
a first team All-American by the Associated Press 
and was tabbed as the school’s first Heisman 
Trophy candidate. 


TRIPLE THREAT 

After Tomey left UH for Arizona of the Pac-10, 
assistant coach Bob Wagner took over the 
program and introduced the spread offense or 
“Triple Option” to Hawai‘i. During his tenure, the 
offense, which featured two slotbacks and one 
fullback, frequently placed UH among the top 
rushing teams in the country. 

In the 1988 season-opener, ninth-ranked lowa 
came to the islands and the Rainbow Warriors 
shocked the Hawkeyes, 27-24, behind running 
back Heikoti Fakava’s three touchdowns. It was 
also a coming-out party for freshman kicker Jason 
Elam, who booted two critical field goals in the 
fourth quarter. 

After just two seasons, Wagner was named 
WAC Coach of the Year and led the Rainbow 
Warriors to their first major bowl game - the 
Jeep Eagle Aloha Bowl. UH fell to Michigan State, 
33-13, but following the season, Wagner became 
the first UH coach to head an all-star team in the 
Hula Bowl. 

In 1992, behind quarterback Michael Carter, 
Hawai'i won a share of the WAC championship 
and posted its first bowl game victory, a 27-17 
defeat of Illinois in the Thrifty Car Rental Holiday 
Bowl. UH finished the season ranked No. 20 and 
months later, three-time All-American kicker Elam 
was drafted by the Denver Broncos in the third 
round. 

During Wagner’s nine seasons as head coach, 
Hawai‘i defeated nationally ranked rival Brigham 
Young three times, including a 1990 victory on 
the day quarterback Ty Detmer won the Heisman 
Trophy. In addition, Carter was one of a handful of 
quarterbacks in NCAA Division | history to rush and 
pass for 1,000 yards in the same season. 


HOUSE OF ALOHA 

_ Aloha Stadium became the new home of UH

UH ended a 10-game losing streak to 
nationally ranked rival Brigham Young 
with an emphatic 56-14 victory on 
Oct. 28, 1989. The following year, the 
Rainbow Warriors routed the Cougars 
again, 59-28, on Dec. 1, the day 

BYU quarterback Ty Detmer won the 
Heisman Trophy. In the two games, 
UH quarterback Garrett Gabriel (right) 
completed 63-percent of his passes 
for 799 yards and seven touchdowns. U 


THE LONGEST YARD 

Wagner was fired following consecutive losing 
seasons and was replaced by Fred vonAppen in 
1996. A former assistant coach with the NFL’s 
San Francisco 49ers, vonAppen coached three dis- 
appointing seasons in which the Rainbow Warriors 
posted a 5-31 record. 

UH lost 10 games in vonAppen’s inaugural 
season and in 1998, Hawai'i suffered through a 
winless 0-12 campaign, a first in the program’s 
rich history. Following that season, he was 
replaced by alumnus June Jones, who brought 
with him the explosive run-and-shoot offense. 

Under Jones, UH dropped the “Rainbows” 
from its nickname and were simply known as the 
“Warriors” while introducing the new “H” logo that 
replaced the iconic rainbow logo. The Warriors 
began using the new nickname and featured the 
green “H” helmet at the start of the 2000 season. 


RUNNIN’-N-SHOOTIN’ 
It only took one season under Jones’ tutelage for 
the Hawai'i football program to return to champi- 
onship form. Jones, whose run-and-shoot offense 
he perfected in the NFL, posted a 9-4 record in 
1999, the best by a first-year head coach at UH. 
Jones and the Warriors made history by record- 
ing the NCAA’s best turnaround season (from 
0-12 to 9-4). UH finished the season as WAC 
co-champions and defeated Oregon State, 23-17, 
in the Jeep O‘ahu Bowl. 


In 2001, the Warriors capped off a stellar 
season by handing Brigham Young a 72-45 romp 
on national television. Despite a 9-3 record, 
Hawai'i was snubbed for a bowl game. That 
snub became the impetus for the creation of the 
Hawai‘i Bowl. 

Later that year, wide receiver Ashley Lelie 
became the school’s first-ever NFL first-round 
draft pick, being selected as the 19th overall 
selection by the Denver Broncos. 

Over the next three seasons, Jones led the 
Warriors to bowl appearances. After a 10-win 
season, UH was invited to the inaugural ConAgra 
Foods Hawai'i Bowl, where they lost to Tulane of 
Conference USA, 36-28. The next season, Jones 
and the Warriors met Houston in the Sheraton 
Hawai‘i Bowl, a game which UH pulled out, 54-48, 
in triple-overtime and followed that with a 59-40 
rout of UAB in the 2004 Sheraton Hawai‘i Bowl. 

Also in 2004, quarterback Timmy Chang 
became the NCAA’s all-time passing leader and 
finished his career with 17,072 passing yards. In 
2006, Chang’s successor, Colt Brennan, won the 
Sammy Baugh Trophy as the nation’s top quarter- 
back. Brennan led the nation in seven statistical 
categories in one of the nation’s most prolific 
passing seasons ever. Brennan and the Warriors 
garnered their first Top 25 ranking in 13 years and 
a 41-24 Sheraton Hawai‘i Bowl win over Arizona 
State of the Pac-10. 


BYE, BYE TY 

Warrior quarterback Timmy Chang 
(right) broke the NCAA career pass- 
ing-yards record on Nov. 6, 2004, 
against Louisiana Tech at Aloha 
Stadium. The Saint Louis School 
product ended his career with 17,072 
yards, surpassing the previous record | 
of 15,031 yards set in 1991 by Ty 
Detmer of Brigham Young. 


HISTORY OF HAWAI‘I FOOTBALL 


THE PERFECT SEASON 
The next season, Brennan led UH to an unde- 
feated 12-0 regular season and captured the 
program’s first outright WAC championship with 
an emphatic win over Boise State. During their 
stretch run, the Warriors captivated the entire 
state as fans flocked Aloha Stadium with capacity 
crowds for the team’s final three home games. 

After a come-from-behind win over 
Washington in the season-finale that capped UH’s 
perfect regular season, the Warriors were invited 
to the Allstate Sugar Bowl, the program’s first-ev- 
er BCS bowl appearance. In front of a network 
audience on FOX, UH fell to third-ranked Georgia, 
41-10. 

Brennan was invited to New York City as 
the school’s first Heisman Trophy finalist and 
finished third in the final voting. At the end of his 
three-year career, Brennan tied or broke 31 NCAA 
records and was drafted in the sixth round by the 
Washington Redskins. 


FALL FROM GRACE 


Following that record-breaking season, Jones left 


UH for SMU and was replaced by defensive coordi- 
nator Greg McMackin. In four seasons, McMackin 
guided the Warriors to two Sheraton Hawai‘i Bowl 
appearances, including 10 wins and a share of 
the WAC Championship in 2010. After a turbulent 
2011 season, in which the Warriors were predict- 
ed to win the WAC but finished with a 6-7 record, 
McMackin retired and was replaced by Honolulu- 
native and longtime assistant coach Norm Chow. 


CHOW TIME 

Chow became the first Asian-American head 
coach of a major college football team after being 
hired at UH. He brought with him a resume that 


included being on the coaching staff of three 
national championship teams and coaching three 
Heisman Trophy-winning quarterbacks and six NFL 
first-round draft picks. 

The 2012 season also marked UH’s entrance 
into the Mountain West Conference, ending a 
33-year affiliation with the WAC. UH concluded its 
first season under Chow with a 3-9 mark, includ- 
ing a 1-7 record in the MWC. After compiling a 
10-36 record, in three-plus seasons, Chow was 
fired with four games remaining in the 2015 season. 


PRIDE ROCK 

Nick Rolovich took over in December 2015 

and brought a new attitude. The former Warrior 
quarterback re-established “Pride Rock” ending 
a seven-year drought in winning seasons and 
guiding UH to three bowl games in four seasons. 
In his final two seasons as head coach, Rolovich 
re-installed the vaunted Run-N-Shoot offense. 
The result: 18 combined wins, including a 10-win 
2019 campaign that saw the Warriors play in the 
Mountain West title game for the first time in pro- 
gram history. In January 2020, Rolovich departed 
for Washington State and the Warriors officially 
started a new era with the hiring of former Arizona 
State head coach Todd Graham. 


PLAYING THROUGH A PANDEMIC 

Graham took the reins during the most unusual 
of seasons as the world grappled with the COVID- 
19 pandemic in 2020. With a tough, disciplined 
approach, Graham led UH to just its third-ever 
bowl appearance on the mainland where the 
Rainbow Warriors defeated Houston in the New 
Mexico Bowl to cap an abbreviated nine-game 
season. 


IN COLT WE TRUST 

Colt Brennan (right) finished his career 
as arguably one of college football’s best 
quarterbacks of all time. A 2007 Heisman 
Trophy finalist, Brennan passed for 131 
career touchdowns, breaking Ty Detmer's 
NCAA record of 121. In all, he broke 

or tied 31 NCAA records and led the 
Warriors to two bowl games, including a 
perfect 12-0 regular season in 2007.

In its early years, UH participated in several 
New Year’s Day bowl games as a way to play 
major mainland college teams. From 1934- 
35, UH competed in the New Year’s Classic, 
later renamed the Poi Bowl in 1936 and 
Pineapple Bowl in 1940. The games were 
played at old Honolulu Stadium either on New 
Year’s Day or Jan. 2. UH posted a 5-9 all-time 
record in those games, including upsets of 
California (14-0) in 1935 and Utah (19-16) 
in 1947. Due to World War II, the Pineapple 
Bowl was suspended from 1942-46. The 
bowl returned in 1947 and lasted until 1952.

HONOLULU - Playing on its 
home field of Aloha Stadium, 
the University of Hawai'i foot- 
ball team was the visitor in 
the Jeep Eagle Aloha Bow! VIII. 
The Rainbows wore their white 
road uniforms for the first time 
at home in a 33-13 loss to 
Michigan State. 

It was Hawai'i’s first appear- 
ance in an NCAA-sanctioned 
postseason bowl game and if 
stage fright had anything to 
do with it, it may explain why 
the Rainbows were guilty of 
eight turnovers. Within the first 15 minutes of the game, the 
Rainbows had already committed four turnovers, one of which 
led to Blake Ezor’s three-yard TD run for MSU. 

The fourth turnover, a pass interception near the end of 
the opening quarter, resulted in Ezor taking it over from the 2 
on the first play of the second quarter. This capped a 48-yard, 
seven-play drive with Ezor carrying five times. Moments later, an 
interception of a Gabriel pass by Carlos Jenkins led to a 30-yard 
field goal by John Langeloh. Langeloh added another field goal 
late in the half after a UH fumble, giving the Spartans a 19-0 
lead at intermission. 

Hawai'i tried to make a game of it in the second half with 
Gabriel hitting Chris Roscoe for an 14-yard touchdown to cut the 
lead to 19-6. But the Spartans then picked off their fourth inter- 
ception of the game and drove 57 yards with Hyland Hickson 
gaining the final yard. 

On the following series, Gabriel hit Dane McArthur with a 
23-yard scoring toss only to see the Spartans come right back 
with a 48-yard drive and Ezor scoring his third touchdown of the 
game. 

Ezor finished the game with three touchdowns, tying an 
Eagle Aloha Bowl record. He carried the ball 41 times for 179 
yards, both new marks, and was selected by the media as the 
MVP for Michigan State.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. - Hawai'i 
made its first appearance in 
a U.S. mainland bowl game 
a successful one, defeating 
Illinois, 27-17, at Jack Murphy 
Stadium in San Diego, Calif. 
After spotting the Illini the 
lead twice, 7-0 and 10-7, 
Hawai'i put together 20 sec- 
ond-half points to complete its 
most successful season ever 
with an 11-2 mark. When the 
final polls came out several 
days later, the Rainbows were 
ranked 20th in the nation, the 
first time Hawai'i was listed in the final ratings. 

With Illinois holding a 7-0 lead at the end of the first quar- 
ter, Travis Sims capped a 64-yard drive by going over from the 
6-yard line to tie the score. Illinois responded on the next drive 
and Chris Richardson kicked a 19-yard field goal to make the 
score 10-7 at halftime. 

The Rainbows went back to basics in the second half, 
sticking to their triple-option run by quarterback Michael Carter, 
scoring 20 unanswered points. UH took the kickoff and marched 
80 yards in 13 plays with Sims going up the middle from the 
1-yard-line to put Hawai'i ahead for good. After forcing the Illini 
to punt on the next series, Hawai‘i marched 62 yards in 16 plays 
with Jason Elam kicking a 45-yard field goal to make it 17-10. 

On its next possession, Illinois turned the ball over on its 
own 21-yard line. UH parlayed the turnover into a 37-yard Elam 
field goal to put Hawai'i up, 20-10. 

UH’s Zac Odom intercepted a Jason Verduzco pass and 
six plays later, Carter hit Darrick Branch for a 53-yard touch- 
down pass for a 27-10 UH lead. After the Illini scored with 4:42 
remaining, Carter and UH ran out the clock. Carter was selected 
the Outstanding Offensive Player of the Game with 105 yards 
rushing and 115 yards passing. Junior Tagoai was voted the 
game’s Outstanding Defensive Player.

HONOLULU - It was a fairy-tale 
ending for a fairy-tale season. 
Hawai'i capped its worst-to-first 
season with a 23-17 Christmas 
Day win over Oregon State in 
the Jeep O‘ahu Bowl before 

a crowd of 40,974 at Aloha 
Stadium. 

The Warriors, a year 
removed from a winless sea- 
son, notched their ninth win 
against four losses. 

Senior quarterback Dan 
Robinson connected with 
Channon Harris for two scoring 
strikes and the Warrior defense recorded six sacks to help lead 
the school to a victory in its first bowl game in seven years. 

Things did not start well for UH. OSU running back Ken 
Simonton busted loose in the first half, gaining 58 yards and 
rushing for a touchdown, while the Warrior offense struggled. 

The Warriors got their first break early in the second quar- 
ter when lineman Tony Tuioti recovered a fumble deep in Beaver 
territory. UH turned that into a 26-yard field goal by Eric Hannum. 

Moments later, UH took a 10-7 lead when Harris finished an 
80-yard drive with a 9-yard touchdown catch. OSU also failed to capital- 
ize on numerous first-half scoring opportunities as Ryan Cesca missed 
field-goal attempts of 42 and 31 yards, while UH’s Sean Butts blocked 
a third attempt. 

Hawai'i took the lead for good when Robinson found a 
wide-open Harris for a 30-yard touchdown in the third quarter. A 
23-yard field goal by Hannum four minutes later gave UH a 20-10 
lead. UH sealed the game in the fourth quarter with its defense 
and the tough performance of O‘ahu Bowl MVP Avion Weaver. 

The junior running back finished the game with 150 total yards of 
offense, including 85 on the ground. 

The Beavers (7-5) outgained the Warriors, 438-349, 
including 159 yards rushing by Simonton. However, the UH 
defense held the OSU offense scoreless for nearly the entire 
second half. A 13-yard run by Simonton cut the lead to 23-17 
with 1:31 left, but the Beavers were unable to recover the ensu- 
ing onside kick.

HONOLULU - The largest 
crowd in Sheraton Hawai‘i Bowl 
history (43,435) saw Hawai'i 
score 38 second-half points to 
defeat Arizona State, 41-24, 
Dec. 24 at Aloha Stadium. 

Warrior quarterback Colt 
Brennan threw for a school-re- 
cord 559 yards (33 of 42) and 
five touchdowns, giving him 58 
touchdown passes on the sea- 
son, a new NCAA record. Jason 
Rivers tied the school record 
with 14 catches for a school- 
and NCAA bowl game-record 
308 yards and two touchdowns. Both were named Sheraton 
Hawai'i Bowl co-Most Valuable Players, along with Arizona 
State’s Ryan Torain who finished the game with 18 carries for 
160 yards and one touchdown. 

For the first time since opening day, Hawai'i (11-3) did not 
score a touchdown in the first half, squandering scoring opportu- 
nities, a missed field goal in the first quarter and an interception 
in the second, allowing Arizona State to take a 10-3 halftime 
lead. 

But the Warriors erupted for 21 points in the third quarter 
when Brennan threw touchdown strikes to Rivers (38 yards), 
and two to Ryan Grice-Mullen (7 and 36 yards, respectively) to 
take a 24-10 lead heading into the fourth quarter. Grice-Mullen 
finished with eight catches for 111 yards and two touchdowns. 

Dan Kelly added a 43-yard field goal before Arizona State 
(7-6) scored 14 straight points to cut the Warrior lead to three, 
27-24, with 10:25 left to play. 

But Brennan and the Warrior offense were not finished. 
Brennan found Davone Bess for a 21-yard touchdown to cap an 
80-yard drive, and Rivers capped a 95-yard drive with a 79-yard 
touchdown catch-and-run to seal the win.

Hawai'i (12-1) had its dreams

They then followed it up with a 
52-yard field goal by Brandon Coutu and an 11-yard touchdown 
pass from Matthew Stafford to Sean Bailey, making the score 
24-3 at halftime. 

Georgia would add another touchdown on a fumble recov- 
ery by Sugar Bowl Most Outstanding Player Marcus Howard. The 
Bulldogs added 10 more points to make it 41-3 before UH was 
able to score their only touchdown. 

Tyler Graunke entered the game in the middle of the 
fourth quarter and went 13-for-19 with 142 yards while leading 
the Warriors to their lone touchdown drive.

HONOLULU - Hawai'i con- 
cluded its 2008 campaign 
with a 49-21 loss to Notre 
Dame in the Sheraton Hawai'i 
Bowl Christmas Eve at Aloha 
Stadium. UH finished the year 
with a 7-7 record. 

Making its sixth bowl appear- 
ance in the last seven years, 
the Warriors could do little to 
contain the Fighting Irish who 
finished with a 7-6 mark.

Clausen, who passed for 302 
yards and three touchdowns in the first half, completed 22-of-26 
passes en route to co-MVP honors. 

Clausen shared the MVP award with sophomore receiver 
Golden Tate, his primary target, who hauled in six passes for 177 
yards. Tate caught touchdown passes of 69, 18 and 40 yards. 
The three touchdown receptions tied a Hawai'i Bowl record. 

Senior wide receiver Aaron Bain earned bowl MVP honors 
for Hawai'i after scoring two touchdowns on the day. Bain finished 
with career-highs in receptions (8) and yards (109). Junior quar- 
terback Greg Alexander finished 23-of-39 for 261 yards for UH. 
Senior Solomon Elimimian, the school’s all-time leader in tackles, 
led UH with nine stops, including one sack. 

UH made it a 14-7 game when Bain scored on a 10-yard 
connection from Alexander midway through the second quarter. 

It was all lrish after that. Notre Dame answered right back on 
its next possession with a 69-yard bomb from Clausen to Tate 
to move its cushion to two touchdowns and begin a string of 28 
unanswered points by the Fighting Irish.

Tulsa scored 24 points off 
of six UH turnovers in the first 
half, including two interception 
returns for touchdowns.

HONOLULU - Hawai‘i capped 

a turnaround 2016 season 

by winning a thrilling 52-35 
shootout over Middle Tennessee 
in the Hawai'i Bowl. 

UH reached seven wins 
under first-year head coach Nick 
Rolovich—its highest total since 
2010—and halted a string of 
five straight losing seasons. UH 
also picked up its first win in 
the post-season since the 2006 
Hawai'i Bowl. 

They did it in rousing fashion 
scoring a season-high 52 points 
with big plays coming from all three phases of the game. Most 
Outstanding Player Dru Brown threw for 274 yards and account- 
ed for five UH touchdowns - four through the air and one on the 
ground. Junior running back Diocemy Saint Juste paced UH on the 
ground with 170 yards - a new UH bowl record - and a total that 
put him over 1,000 yards for the season. 

Meanwhile, the Rainbow Warrior defense played a key role in 
the win, forcing three turnovers that led to 21 UH points. One of 
those was a 68-yard interception return by Trayvon Henderson in 
the second quarter that completed 28 unanswered UH points. 

Middle Tennessee (8-5) came into the game with one of the 
most potent offenses in the nation and they wasted little time 
jumping on the Rainbow Warriors. MT racked up 144 yards and 
two touchdowns on a pair of drives that put them up 14-0 just five 
minutes into the game. 

But after a slow start, it was the UH defense that sparked a 
Warrior resurgence. Ikem Okeke’s sack and forced fumble, Jalen 
Roger’s interception, and Henderson’s pick-six all played a part in 
parlaying a 14-0 deficit into a 28-14 lead. The Warriors eventu- 
ally took a 35-21 advantage into the locker room, setting a new 
Hawai'i Bowl record for most points in the first half.

The Rainbow Warriors (8-6) 
totaled only 226 yards of total 
offense and were held to their 
lowest scoring output of the 
season. UH dropped to 4-4 all- 
time in the SoFi Hawai'i Bowl 
while the Bulldogs won their 
fifth consecutive bowl game. 

Hawai'i played without 
wide receiver John Ursua 
who did not suit up due to an undisclosed injury. UH allowed a 
season-high nine sacks, including 2.5 to Jaylon Ferguson, who 
became the NCAA's all-time sack leader in the contest. Ferguson 
was named La Tech’s Most Outstanding Player along with 
Hawai‘i’s Kendall Hune, who recovered a fumble and recorded 
his first career interception. 

After a low-scoring first half, La Tech (8-5) reeled off 21 
unanswered points on three straight possessions in the third 
quarter to put the game away. J’Mar Smith threw a touchdown 
to Jaqwis Dancy and ran in a touchdown from four yards out just 
before the end of the quarter for a 24-7 lead. 

UH freshman Chevan Cordeiro, who came off the 
bench for a struggling Cole McDonald, threw an interception 
on Hawai‘i’s opening possession of the second half and the 
Bulldogs took advantage with a five-yard touchdown run by 
Israel Tucker. 

UH would not go down without a fight, blocking a Bulldog 
punt that set up a seven-yard touchdown from McDonald to 
Marcus Armstrong-Brown, pulling the Warriors to within 24-14. 
But that was as close as UH would get as Tech iced the game 
with a 39-yard touchdown by Kam McKnight.

Quarterback Cole 
McDonald’s touchdown pass to 
Nick Mardner with 1:17 left and 
safety Khoury Bethley’s second 
interception of the game in the 
closing seconds sealed the win. 
McDonald, who garnered 
Most Valuable Player honors, 
finished with five total touch- 
downs - four passing and 
one rushing - and threw for 
a career-high 493 yards on 28-of-46 passing. Bethley tallied a 
career-high 10 tackles along with his two picks. 

The Rainbow Warriors (10-5) finished with 10 wins for the first 
time since 2010 and for just the seventh time in school history. 
The Warriors also snapped a five-game skid against BYU. 

After an explosive first half in which the Rainbow Warriors led 
31-24, UH went scoreless in the second half until Mardner’s touch- 
down. The redshirt freshman was relatively quiet until Hawai‘i’s 
final drive, catching a 38-yarder on 3rd-and-1 and the 24-yard 
touchdown on the very next play. 

In the first-ever postseason meeting between the former WAC 
rivals, the first half featured 55 combined points. The teams com- 
bined for more than 600 yards of offense in the first half alone. 
McDonald passed for 331 yards and three touchdowns - two to 
Smart - while BYU quarterback Wilson threw for 209 yards. 

Wilson finished with 274 yards passing and 72 yards rushing 
and two scores. The Cougars held a dominant advantage on the 
ground, rushing for 231 yards compared to 2 for the Warriors. 

BYU, which trailed throughout the first half, tied the score at 
31 on its first possession of the second half on Wilson’s 2-yard 
touchdown run. Jake Oldroyd’s 20-yard field goal at the start of the 
fourth quarter gave the Cougars their first lead of the game.

FRISCO, Texas - Hawai'i gave 
Rainbow Warrior fans an early 
Christmas Eve gift with an 
impressive 28-14 win over 
Houston. In just the team’s 
third-ever mainland bowl 
appearance, the Rainbow 
Warriors got off to an energized 
start, racing out to a 21-0 half- 
time lead before fending off the 
Cougars in the second half. 

The Rainbow Warriors got 
the job done in all three phases 
of the game. The Rainbow 
Warriors defense pitched a 
first-half shutout and recorded three interceptions. The UH offense 
parlayed two of those interceptions into touchdowns while playing 
turnover-free football. Meanwhile, UH scored the first kickoff return 
touchdown in New Mexico Bowl history. 

Calvin Turner racked up 252 all-purpose yards and scored two 
touchdowns, including the previously mentioned kickoff return. 
Darius Muasau posted nine tackles, a sack, an interception and 
three quarterback hurries. 

The defense provided the spark early as interceptions by Penei 
Pavihi and Michael Washington set up a pair of UH scores - first a 
3-yard reception by Dae Dae Hunter, then a 75-yard catch-and-run 
by Turner. Chevan Cordeiro added to the UH lead with his third 
touchdown of the half, a 4-yard shovel pass to converted tight end 
Jonah Laulu in the second quarter. At the half, UH held a dominat- 
ing 232-87 advantage in yardage. 

The Cougars came out strong in the second half and after its 
second consecutive touchdown, it was suddenly a 21-14 game 
in the third quarter. But on the ensuing kickoff, Turner broke the 
Cougars’ spirit with an electrifying 92-yard return that pushed the 
Rainbow Warrior advantage back to double-digits. 

UH would not be threatened again as the defense refortified. 
Aside from Muasau, Khoury Bethley was also a star on defense 
with a career-high 14 tackles. He added three tackles-for-loss with 
two sacks, including a 14-yard takedown of Clayton Tune that 
cemented the UH victory late in the game.

GARY ALLEN (1978-81) - Four-time honorable mention 
A.P. All-American tailback. Set 30 school rushing, total 
offense and all-purpose yardage records, including most 
career rushes (647), yards gained rushing (3,451) and 100- 
yard rushing games (15). Three-time first team all-WAC and 
three-time honorable mention A.P. all-Coast. 


LARRY ARNOLD (1967-69) - Honorable mention A.P. Little 
All-American quarterback in 1968 in which he completed 
154-of-278 passes for 1,917 yards and 21 touchdowns. 
Set 20 passing and total offense school records, including 
career passing yards (3,425) and touchdowns (33). 


DAVONE BESS (2005-07) - A.P. third team All-American 
who finished his three-year career as the school’s leader 

in receptions (293) and second in receiving yards (3,610). 
Scored a record 41 touchdowns, including an NCAA-best 39 
touchdowns with quarterback Colt Brennan. 


COLT BRENNAN (2005-07) - Finished third in the Heisman 
Trophy race in 2007. Two-time third-team A.P. All-American 
quarterback in 2006-07. Set or tied 31 NCAA records during 
his three-year career, including career touchdown passes 
(131). Won the Sammy Baugh Trophy in 2006. Two-time 
WAC Offensive Player of the Year. 


WALTER BRIGGS (1986-89) - Second team All-American 
by U.P.I. in 1989 after posting single-season school-record 
nine interceptions. Also named first team all-WAC. 


ALLEN BROWN (1973) - Honorable mention A.P. Little 
All-American wide receiver in 1973. Led the team with 46 
receptions for 735 yards and two touchdowns in only nine 
games played. 


TIM BUCHANAN (1968) - First team A.P. Little All-American 
linebacker in 1968. School-record 168 total tackles. 


ALEX DUNNACHIE (2009-12) - Honorable mention All- 
American by SI.com. As a senior, set new UH single-season 
record with a 46.16 average, which ranked fourth national- 
ly. Ranked third all-time at UH with a 42.0 career average. 


JEFF DUVA (1977-78) - A.P. honorable mention All- 
American quarterback in 1978, in which he completed 
113-of-208 passes for 1,463 yards and 14 touchdowns. 
Set nine UH records including career record for most yards 
passing per game (134.1). 


MIKE EDWARDS (2011-12) - All-American honorable 
mention by SI.com and third team by CBSSports.com after 
leading the country in kickoff-return yardage (1,215). Also 
set UH and MW records with three kickoff-return touch- 
downs. In just two seasons, established new school career 
kickoff-return yardage record (2,301). 


JASON ELAM (1988-92) - First-team All-American place- 
kicker. Finished his career ranked third in NCAA history 
with 395 points, including 79-of-100 in field-goal attempts. 
All-time points leader in UH and WAC history. Converted 91 
straight extra points from 1988-91. School-record 56-yard 
field goal against BYU in 1992. 


BLANE GAISON (1976, ’78-80) - Honorable mention A.P. 
All-American in 1980 playing both quarterback and defen- 
sive back. Second on the team with 85 tackles and two 
interceptions after playing quarterback during the first three 
games of the season. 


ALEX GREEN (2009-10) - Honorable mention All-American 
by SI.com in 2010 after racking up 1,199 rushing yards and 
18 touchdowns. Broke a half-dozen school records, includ- 
ing a 60-year-old school record when he rushed for 327 
yards in a win at New Mexico State. 


RYAN GRICE-MULLEN (2005-07) - Second team All- 
American by CNN/SI in 2007, in which he hauled in 106 
receptions for 1,372 yards and 13 touchdowns. Finished 
his career ranked fourth in career receptions (237), third in 
receiving yards (3,370) and second in touchdowns (36). 


SCOTT HANEBERG (1972-73) - Honorable mention A.P. 
Little All-American offensive tackle in 1973. Also named 
first team Little All-Coast. 


SCOTT HARDING (2011-14) - Dubbed the “Most Interesting 
Man in College Football” by Grantland for being the team’s 
starting punter, punt returner, and receiver. Second-team 
All-American punter by FWAA who led the nation with 86 
punts - a UH single-season record - in 2014. 


RANDY INGRAHAM (1970-71) - Two-time honorable 
mention A.P. Little All-American linebacker from 1970-71. 
Recorded 266 career total tackles, including 145 in 1970. 
Also named first team Little All-Coast in 1971 and second 
team in 1970. 


HARRY KAHUANUI (1946-49) - Honorable mention All- 
American defensive end by U.P.I. in 1949. Nicknamed 
“Clown,” he was the first UH player invited to the East-West 
Shrine Game. 


JIM KALILI (1967, ’69-70) - A.P. second team Little All- 
American offensive guard in 1970. Also named first team 
Little All-American by Western States in 1969. 


TOMMY KAULUKUKUI (1934-37) - School's first All- 
American in 1935 by the All-American Board of Football. 
Nicknamed “Grass Shack” by legendary sportswriter 
Grantland Rice, still holds school-record 103-yard kickoff 
return in loss to UCLA in 1935. 
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LARRY KHAN-SMITH (1987-90) - A.P. second team 
All-American in 1988 as a return specialist. Set four UH 
kick-return records including a 26.6 average, which ranked 
fifth nationally. Also named first team all-WAC. 


CLIFF LABOY (1973-75) - Honorable mention A.P. All- 
American defensive tackle in 1974 in which he recorded 89 
total tackles and 13 sacks. Also forced three fumbles and 
recovered five. Had 230 career tackles and school-record 
10 career fumbles recovered. 


ASHLEY LELIE (1999-2001) - Record-breaking 2001 sea- 
son in which he set school and WAC records for receiving 
yards (1,713) and touchdowns (19). Finished his career as 
the school-record holder for receiving yards (3,341) and 
touchdowns (32). School’s highest NFL Draft pick, taken 
with the 19th pick by Denver. 


VINCE MANUWAI (1999-2002) - First team All-American 
by CNN/SI and CBSsports.com in 2002. Three-year starter 
at right guard in which he did not allow a sack. Named to 
the “watch list” of both the Outland Trophy and Lombardi 
awards. 


DANA MCLEMORE (1978-81) - Honorable mention A.P. All- 
American cornerback in 1981, with four interceptions. Also 
named all-WAC as a punt returner, who returned two for 
touchdowns and set six UH records. Recorded seven career 
interceptions. 


RICH MIANO (1984) - Honorable mention All-American 
by the Associated Press. Led the team in tackles in back- 
to-back seasons, including 110 in 1984. The first-team 
all-conference pick and eventual 11-year NFL vet, also led 
the team with nine passes defended that season. 


WALTER MURRAY (1982-85) - A first-team All-American 
wide receiver by Gannett News Service in 1985, set 10 
school receiving records during his career. Finished with 
178 receptions for 2,867 yards and 20 touchdowns, 
including single-season records for receptions (66) and 
touchdowns (7). 


AL NOGA (1984-87) - School’s only A.P. first team All-American 
in 1986. Touted as the “Samoan Sack Man,” was promoted as 
the school’s first Heisman Trophy candidate. Named the WAC’s 
Defensive Player of the Year and was a finalist for the Outland 
Trophy. Set single-season school records of 17 sacks, 31 tack- 
les-for-loss and six forced fumbles. 


FALANIKO NOGA (1980-83) - Honorable mention All- 
American by the A.P. in 1981 and a Blue Chips Magazine 
freshman and sophomore All-American. A four-year starter 
on the defensive line, was named either first team or sec- 
ond team all-WAC all four years. Set UH single-season (16) 
and career (43) records for tackles-for-loss.

CHAD OWENS (2001-04) - Second team All-American in 
2004 in which he set an NCAA-record five punt returns for 
touchdowns. Also tied NCAA career record with eight returns 
for touchdowns (six punts, two kickoffs). School record-hold- 
er in all-purpose yards (5,461). Holds NCAA single-game 
kick-return record with 342 yards against BYU in 2001. 


MCKINLEY REYNOLDS (1967-68) - Honorable mention 
A.P. Little All-American in 1968, in which he hauled in 49 
catches for 711 yards and seven touchdowns. 


ED RIEWERTS (1979-80) - Honorable mention A.P. All- 
American in 1980. Two-year starter at center. Also named 
first team all-WAC as a senior. 


JASON RIVERS (2003-04, ’06-07) - School’s career lead- 
er in receiving yards (3,919), who also ranks second in 
receptions (292) and third in touchdowns (35). School- and 
all-time collegiate bowl-record 308 yards receiving in 2006 
Sheraton Hawai‘i Bowl against Arizona State. 


RICHARD RUPPERT (1971) - Second-team Little All- 
American offensive guard by Kodak. 


GREG SALAS (2007-10) - Third-team A.P. All-American in 
2010 and honorable mention by SI.com in ’09 and 10. A 
2010 Fred Biletnikoff Award semifinalist, he finished sec- 
ond nationally in receiving yards per game (134.9) and third 
in receptions per game (8.5). UH’s career record-holder for 
receiving yards (4,345), he also set single-season records 
for receptions (119) and receiving yards (1,889). The only 
player in school history to post two 100-plus catch seasons. 


JESSE SAPOLU (1979-82) - A.P. honorable mention All- 
American offensive guard in 1980. Four-year starter on 
the offensive line and also played on defensive front. Also 
named first team all-WAC in 1980. 


HERCULES SATELE (2004-07) - First-team All-American 
offensive lineman by the Football Writers’ Association of 
America. Two-year starter at left guard. 


SAMSON SATELE (2003-06) - Second-team All-American 
center by SI.com. First team all-WAC in 2005 and ’06 and 
second-teamer in 2003 and ’04. Started all 53 games in 
his career. FWAA first-team Freshman All-American in 2003. 


LARRY SHERRER (1969-71) - Honorable mention A.P. 
Little All-American tailback in 1971. Also named first team 
Little all-Coast in 1971 and second team in 1970. Set 10 
rushing and scoring school records including most yards 
rushing (2,174) and touchdowns (30).

Established a school record with 21 field goals made in 
1984 and was perfect (22-22) on extra points. 


LEVI STANLEY (1969-70, ‘72-73) - Second team A-P. Little 
All-American defensive tackle in 1973. Earned honorable 
mention Little All-American honors in 1972. Led team in 
tackles as a junior and senior and compiled a school-record 
366 career total tackles. 


JIM STONE (1971-72) - Third team A.P. Little All-American 
defensive end in 1971. Also earned honorable mention 
Little All-American honors as a senior in 1972. Recorded 
132 career tackles. 


TOM TUINEI (1976-79) - Honorable mention A.P. All- 
American defensive tackle in 1979. Also named first team 
all-WAC. Recorded 62 tackles and team-leading 12-for-loss 
as a senior. Had career totals of 269 total tackles, including 
100 as a sophomore in 1977. 


JOHN URSUA (2016-18) - 2nd Team A.P. Midseason All- 
American wide receiver in 2018. Also first team all-MW and 
Biletnikoff Award semifinalist. Led the nation in receiving 
TDs (16) while ranking fifth nationally in receiving yards. 


JERIS WHITE (1970-73) - First team All-American by Time 
and The Sporting News in 1973 at defensive back. Single- 
season school-record six interceptions in 1971. Two-time 
first team all-Little Coast. Recorded nine career intercep- 
tions. 


JOHN WOODCOCK (1974-75) - Honorable mention A.P. 
All-American defensive tackle in 1974 in which he led the 
team with 126 total tackles. Also led the team as a senior in 
1975, recording 116 tackles and eight sacks.

Former University of Hawai‘i quarterbacks Timmy Chang and Colt Brennan re-wrote the school passing and total 
offense record books with a combined 93 records. The duo also tied or broke 45 NCAA records including career records 
for yardage (Timmy Chang, 17,072) and touchdowns (Colt Brennan, 131). Those records have since been broken by 
Houston’s Case Keenum. 

Chang, a four-year starter from 2000-04, also set the NCAA record for career total offense (16,910) and at the con- 
clusion of his career, ranked third in touchdown passes (117). Brennan, who succeeded Chang from 2005-07, was 
second all-time in total offense (14,740) and passing efficiency (167.6) and third in career passing yards (14,193) 
at the conclusion of his career.
